Drug crew is 
locked up for 
£5.1m stash

SEVEN members of a drug gang 
have been jailed for a total of 52 
years and six months. 

The men were part of an 
organised crime group which 
operated in Luton from 
February 2014 until January 
this year - during which they 
sold heroin and cocaine with a 
street value of more than £5 
million. At the height of their 
powers they received more than 
1,200 calls a week. 

The criminal business 
spanned the whole spectrum of 
drug supply from street dealing 
through to commercial dealing. 

During the course of the 
investigation, Bedfordshire 
Police seized nine kilos of hero¬ 
in and cocaine with a street 
value of up to £1 million. 

However, an analysis of ledg¬ 
ers that were found at a drugs 


factory as part of the probe 
found that 32 kilos of class A 
drugs had been sold by the 
group - a combination of heroin 
with a retail value of £3.2 mil¬ 
lion and cocaine with a street 
value of £1.9 million. 

The men sentenced were: 

■ Abdul Samad, 29, of 
Midhurst Gardens, was jailed 
for 19 years. 

■ Sheikh Islam, 32, of Eaton 
Valley Road, Luton, was sen¬ 
tenced to 10 years. 

■ Mohammed Hussain, 30, of 
Oak Road, Luton was locked up 
for five years and a half years. 

■ Mahibor Ali, 31, of Highbury 
Road, Luton, was given four and 
a half years. 

■ Mohammed Yasin, 29, of 
Holyrood Crescent, St Albans, 
was sentenced to six years. 

■ Sumon Miah, 29, of 
Cromwell Road, Luton, was 
imprisoned for four and a half 
years. 


■ Sajjad Rafiq, 27, of Beech 
Road, Luton, was jailed for three 
years. 

■ And Kamrul Rahman, 24, of 
Foxglove Way, Luton, pleaded 
guilty and will be sentenced at a 
later date. 

On Friday Luton Crown Court 
heard how Samad was in charge 
of the group while Islam had a 
signifcant role and provided a 
safe house for the heroin. 

Detective Inspector Paul 
Baron said: “This was a huge 
operation which saw the gang 
sell large quantities of both her¬ 
oin and cocaine. 

“At the height of the criminal¬ 
ity, the group was taking more 
than 1,200 calls a week on their 
street dealing phone line. 
Organised crime groups such as 
this are incredibly dangerous so 
I’m pleased that thanks to the 
hard work of our officers, these 
men have been put behind bars 
for a very long time.”

Manufacturer probes fires

TWO mums who narrowly 
escaped from cars which 
burst into flames are behind 
a campaign which has 
sparked an investigation by a 
Luton manufacturer. 

Sue Freemantle, 37, and 
Claire Wheatley, 36, (pictured 
right) from Plymouth, started 
the campaign after their 2007 
Vauxhall Zafiras caught fire. 

The Luton-based firm 
agreed to investigate after 
dozens of people came for¬ 
ward claiming the same had 
happened to them. 

BBC’s Watchdog will also 
investigate the fires in a show 
to be aired on Thursday. 


Sue was parked in the drive¬ 
way of her family home with 
her three young children, 
aged between two and 13, 
when she suddenly noticed 
smoke sifting through the car 
vents. She quickly unbuckled 
her two-year-old son from his 
car seat and helped her two 
other children exit the vehicle 
while her cousin, who was 
also in the car with her daugh¬ 
ter, did the same. 

She said: “We were in shock. 
We had only driven home 
because my husband had for¬ 
gotten his key to get in. We 
were about to head to a res¬ 
taurant for a family meal, so 
it’s only by chance that we’d 
returned home. 

“But it’s lucky we did, in 


many ways. We were parked 
in the driveway when it hap¬ 
pened. This smoke just start¬ 
ed to come through the vents 
and the dashboard had 
become insanely hot. 

“I told everyone to get out as 
quickly as they could, and we 
ran up the street. I was wor¬ 
ried the car might explode or 
something, so I just wanted to 
get my family as far away as 
possible.” 

Vauxhall said: “We are 
aware of the reports concern¬ 
ing vehicle fires involving 
right-hand drive versions of 
the previous-model Zafira 
(not Zafira Tourer) and have 
begun an internal investiga¬ 
tion to determine the root 
causes of these fires.”

Cop bar calls hit 797 
as force is stretched

POLICE officers have been called out 
797 times to incidents at pubs, bars 
and clubs in the last three years, 
Luton on Sunday can reveal. 

Officers have also recorded 834 
crimes and identified 228 victims at 
incidents around the town. 

A Freedom of Information request 
has shown that though 834 weapons 
were catalogued, only 43 arrests were 
made during 2012-2015. 

The data comes from incidents 
which the police have recorded as 
taking place inside and outside bars, 
clubs and pubs in Luton. 

According to the figures, the highest 
number of calls out were linked to 
The Duke of Clarence pub (82) in 
Upper George Street and Liquid 
nightclub (62) in Gordon Street. 

The Duke closed in March this year 
when its licence was suspended due 
to ‘repeated crime and disorder’. 


Liquid shut in May this year due to 
declining footfall. 

Fists (227), unknown items (63), 
aggressive behaviour (30) and feet 
(28) were listed as the most common 
choice of weapon. Other 
weapons used included teeth, 
bodily fluids, knives and ani¬ 
mals. 

Mr Duggan, a pub consult¬ 
ant with 35 years of experi¬ 
ence in the industry, said he 
was not surprised by the 
data. 

He said: “The vast majori¬ 
ty of pub licensees have lost 
confidence in the police to 
respond to call outs for 
assistance when they need 
them most. One pub land¬ 
lord I represent in Luton 
was shocked at the response 
time for a serious incident at the pub 
on Valentines’ night last year. 

“The police turned up one hour 
after the 999 call and the perpetrators 
were well gone by that time.

“The officers who attended 
explained that they were in Leighton 
Buzzard attending another pub inci¬ 
dent when the call came in. 

“The officer apologised for the delay 
but remarked that they were over 
stretched and didn’t have 
a mobile presence in 
Luton that night to cope 
with two call outs.” 

Bedfordshire Police chief 
inspector Gayner Coulson 
said: “We have regular 
patrols in the town centre 
to reassure revellers and we 
are able to quickly respond 
to calls for service. 

“Police presence at an inci¬ 
dent is often enough to dif¬ 
fuse incidents without the 
necessity for an arrest. 

“On some occasions victims 
may not be willing to cooperate with 
police and do not wish to make a 
complaint, on other occasions the 
incidents have diffused quickly 
before our arrival.” 


Space ‘stealers’ driving residents mad 


RESIDENTS are having to use paint buckets to secure parking spots 
outside their own homes because of ‘inconsiderate’ commuters. 

People living in Meyrick Avenue, Luton, say there have been a num¬ 
ber of ‘near misses’ caused by motorists parking on pavements and 
blocking driveways. 

Bob Walker, 64, (pictured right) said the road was a busy route used 
by people trying to get in and out of Farley Hill. 

He said: “I used to work for Luton Borough Council for quite a while 
so a few of them will park here and walk to town. It seems an 
accepted thing but what really bothers me is that there have been a 
few near misses. My wife had an incident where a guy almost hit the 
dog and if you try to talk to these people you get abuse.” 

Councillor Sian Timoney, who also lives on the street, said: “None 
of us have a right to the space outside our houses but if you have a 
driveway with two cars and you are having difficulty getting in and 
out then it’s not so much the space but it’s the consideration. 

“I have put notes on people’s cars several times and I know my 
neighbours do that as well. You have people who park right up on the 
corner of a turning. That’s on a school route so you cannot see 
what’s coming up the junction. Some of the residents have written to 
the council and the council has said it is going to look into it.”

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Family’s anger as no action 
taken against L&D doctors 


THE father of Claire Allnutt 
has hit out at the results of 
an investigation into her 
death. 

Ms Allnutt died as a result 
of blood poisoning stem¬ 
ming from when a dirty drip 
was left in her arm. 

This week, the General 
Medical Council (GMC), 
who investigated five doc¬ 
tors in relation to her death 
in January 2014, blamed the 
practices of Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital. 

Claire's father Richard 
Allnutt said: “We wanted to 
do everything we could for 
our daughter. 

“We're angry at the kind of 
treatment Claire received 
and angry at the way both 
the hospital and the GMC 
seem to have washed their 



hands of it. The doctors have 


got away with the death of 
our daughter and can just 
get on with their lives. We 
can't.” 

The investigation found 
three hospital doctors 


involved in the death of ‘fell 
seriously below the stand¬ 
ard expected', but they 
decided to take no action 
against them. 

One was exonerated by the 
investigation, conducted by 
the GMC and no news 
remains on the fifth and 
final doctor on whom a 
complaint was filed. 

Ms Allnutt died as a result 
of blood poisoning stem¬ 
ming from when a dirty drip 
was left in her arm. 

A spokeswoman for Luton 
and Dunstable Hospital 
said: “The Luton and 
Dunstable University 
Hospital has given an unre¬ 
served apology to Claire 
Allnutt's family following 
her tragic death last 
January.”

MISSED appointments over 
the course of a year at Luton 
and Dunstable Hospital 
have cost just shy of £3m. 

The figures, for between 
April 2014 and April 2015, 
show that 11 per cent of out¬ 
patients missed their 
appointments at an average 
cost of £72 each, which varies 
on the treatments which the 
patient undergoes. 

The total money lost by the 
hospital over that period was 
£2.9m. 

Cllr Gilbert Campbell, who 
sits on the Health and 
Wellbeing Ward said: “It’s not 
good when other people can 
have these appointments 
instead of having to wait. 

“I’m not sure why people 
miss them, whenever I need 
to cancel and appointment I 
let people know. 


“The attitude of people 
must be that they don’t real¬ 
ise the cost of missing an 
appointment and education 
on the effect is needed.” 

A total of 40,000 people in 
total did not attend their 
appointments over that peri¬ 
od of time. 

The hospital says that the 
figure is in line with national 
statistics, which sees a 
loss of £300m a year 
to the NHS, 
according to a 
study by the 
Journal of the 
Royal Society of 
Medicine. 

It also says that 
around 30 per cent 
of people who miss 
their appointments do 
so just out of forgetfulness. 

Furthermore, a quarter of 
people who missed an 
appointment are likely to 
have missed one previously. 

Despite the high figure, 


there has been an improve¬ 
ment in attending appoint¬ 
ments. 

A spokeswoman for Luton 
and Dunstable Hospital said: 
“One of the hospital’s 
responses to this problem 
has been to put a ‘call 
reminder’ service in place for 
the last 18 months. 

“This has resulted in a two 
per cent reduction in the 
DNA (Did Not Attend) 
rate, from 13 per cent 
to 11 per cent, and a 
service that is £500k 
more efficient. 

“Another initiative 
is focusing on follow 
up appointments 
and booking them 
closer to the date the 
appointment is due. 

“This is being rolled out 
across the hospital having 
shown a three per cent 
improvement in the DNA 
rate in Rheumatology outpa¬ 
tient appointments.”

A MAN who pulled out a 
knife and stabbed to death a 
cannabis dealer showed no 
regrets or remorse a jury 
was told on Thursday. 

Jason Nelson plunged the 
knife into Jordan Maguire 
three times, an eye witnesses 
said. 

Dennis Kamau told a jury at 
Luton Crown Court that he 
and his girlfriend were look¬ 
ing to buy some cannabis 
when he came across Jason 
Nelson near the Nisa store on 
the Marsh Farm Estate in 
Luton. 

The prosecution alleges 
that Mr Nelson, 32, was in the 
middle of a spree of extreme 
violence, having sexually 
assaulted a 25-year-old 
woman in the stairway of 
some flats and then a 60-year- 
old woman in her flat. 

He said he, his girlfriend 
and their dog went with the 
man, Jason Nelson, to Jordan 
Maguire’s home in Thrales 
Close. 

Mr Kamau said his girl¬ 
friend stayed outside while 
he and Mr Nelson spoke to

Jordan on the doorstep. 

Mr Nelson agreed to share a 
£20 deal with him and they 
went to the kitchen where 
Jordan removed a tin from a 
kitchen cabinet. 

Mr Kamau said: “The next 
thing I saw was a knife rise 
above and attack Jordan. 

“I saw the knife go into him 
and Jordan acted all shocked. 

“He stabbed him a second 
time. Jordan shouted ‘Get 
out! Get out!”’ 

He said as Jordan ran out of 
the back door he was stabbed 
in the back by Mr Nelson who 


said: ‘You little pussy.’ 

He said Mr Nelson then 
walked to the front door, put 
the knife away and rode off 
on his bike. 

Asked how the man seemed, 
he said: “He showed no 
regrets or remorse.” 

Prosecutor Dafydd Enoch 
QC said the attacks hap¬ 
pened on the Marsh Farm 
estate between 6pm and a 
quarter past eight on Sunday, 
26 May 2013. 

The stab wound to the chest 
had punctured Jordan’s aorta 
and he was fatally injured. 

Mr Nelson moved on to 
Trinidad, where he was 
arrested on October 16, 2013. 

Nelson, who had lived on 
the Marsh Farm Estate in 
Luton, pleads not guilty to 
sex assault, rape and murder 
on Sunday, May 26 2013. 

In his defence case state¬ 
ment, he said the rape and 
sexual assault never 
happened. 

He said he admitted killing 
Jordan with the knife but said 
he acted in lawful self- 
defence. 

On Tuesday Aaron Bradley, 
34 was jailed for 21 days for 
taking photos of Mr Nelson in 
the court which is illegal.

Police force cuts 
could prove ‘fatal’

CHIEF Constable Jon 
Boutcher has said 
Bedfordshire Police's fund¬ 
ing from the Home Office is 
equivalent to ‘vandalism'. 

This comes after reports 
last week that Bedfordshire 
Police is not expecting to see 
an increase in government 
funding in the annual spend¬ 
ing review next month. 

Mr Boutcher said: “There 
could be fatal consequences 


in the future and we need to 
take a look at what we cannot 
do as a result of the funding 
crisis.” 

The force has made reduc¬ 
tions of £20m to its annual 
operating costs over the last 
four years and along with the 
£19m of savings needed by 
2017, the spending review 
next month could see the 
need for another £10m. 

Mr Boutcher added: “All we 
want is a fairer deal and 
while the Home Office is still 
reviewing next month’s 


budget there is hope. 

“A number of chief consta¬ 
bles from other forces in the 
region were expecting to see 
Bedfordshire Police be a 
winner in the funding review 
and were shocked when it 
didn’t pan out like that.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
Home Office said: 
“Allocations for individual 
police force areas have not 
been set and decisions on 
funding will not be made 
until the spending review 
reports in November.”

Card spend not frivolous 

IN response to last week’s article 
about council spend on credit cards, I 
thought it would be useful to set the 
record straight and reassure residents 
that spending on credit cards is not 
only legitimate spend but helps us to 
save money and provide a more 
responsive service to residents. 

We use credit cards in situations 
where there is an emergency need or 
to take advantage of low on-line pric¬ 
es, or where we are spending such 
small sums of money that raising a 
purchase order and paying an 


invoice, which is the way 
we buy most things, does not make 
economic sense. 

Examples include using sites like 
Amazon to buy items at a lower cost; 
Trading Standards making test pur¬ 
chases; booking and paying for travel; 
making one-off purchases from spe¬ 
cialist suppliers and buying cinema 
or theme park tickets to take looked- 
after children on outings. 

The article also highlighted spend 
with a beauty company, Minikini. 

The owner of this company owns a 
number of businesses including 
Young’s Fish and Chips and the spend 
was in fact for a fish and chip supper 
at an annual event for foster carers. 

As credit cards are a better way of 


buying goods and services in some 
situations, we have extended their 
use in recent years - but they still rep¬ 
resents a very small proportion of our 
total external spending. 

Like all financial dealings, use of 
credit cards is tightly controlled and 
monitored. Only a small number of 
council staff can have one and there 
are strict processes in place. All pur¬ 
chases are accounted for and have to 
be retrospectively approved in the 
same way as any other financial 
transaction.

Building the dream 


This week Youthscape project 
manager and Luton Borough 
Councillor, Fiona Green, talks 
about the progress made to 
transform the disused Bute 
Mill in Guildford Street into a 
new hub for the charity which 
works with young people in 
Luton and across the country 



We’ve got six weeks left of a 
project that has been almost 
three years in the making: 
the transformation of an 
iconic, 100-year old town 
centre building into a state- 
of-the-art facility for Luton’s 
young people. 

Bute Mills is a five storey 
former Edwardian steam mill 
which stands directly oppo¬ 
site the train station at the 
gateway to the town centre. 

In just a few weeks’ time it 
will become the new home 
for our charity, and base for 
the work we do both with 
young people locally and 
youth workers across the 
country. 

Having started out 23 
years ago, in a very small 
office with no windows, 
Youthscape’s work has 
developed significantly and 
we have now outgrown our 
current offices in Upper 
George Street. 

Having raised £1 million in 
2013 to purchase Bute Mills, 
we have been on the ride of 
our lives for the last two 
years, dreaming and design¬ 
ing and building a space that 
will enable us to help more 
and more young people. 

Early on in the project we 
were able to secure the sup¬ 
port of an internationally 
renowned architecture firm, 
HOK, who have not only pro¬ 
duced a brilliant design, but 
also brought on board vast 
numbers of other designers, 
engineers and suppliers, who 
have been giving generously 
of their time and expertise. 

As the design developed 
we set our minds to raising 
the £2 million needed to get 
the building up and running: 
new heating and electrics, 


significant structural works, 
new layout and interior 
design and a whole raft of 
fixtures and fittings. 

The new centre will have 
meeting spaces that mean 
we can run more of our ther¬ 
apeutic group programmes 
for young people who self- 
harm, those in care and 
those with emotional and 
social problems. 

We’ll also have a fantastic 
new training space for the 
conferences and events we 
host for youth work profes¬ 
sionals from across the 
country. 

But the real centrepiece of 
the building is the ground 
floor cafe/drop in space - 
designed to look just like a 
very trendy, homely living 
room and kitchen - where 
young people can come after 
school, in the evenings and 
on weekends to relax, see 
friends and find support. 

We’ve had our builders on 
site for 10 weeks now, and 
as anyone who has ever 
seen Grand Designs would 
understand, we have been 
on a non-stop rollercoaster 
of construction challenges 
and design decisions. 

But every worry about 
timelines and finances and 
electrical pipework is incom¬ 
parable to the incredible 
potential that this project 
offers for our young people 
in Luton. 

The challenges and pres¬ 
sures that young people face 
today are immense, and so 
are the possibilities. 

It is our hope that Bute 
Mills becomes a place where 
they discover their potential, 
find lasting change and learn 
to dream bigger.

Colour blind Doua

HOW do you fit painting, 
guitar playing, computer 
animation, swimming and 
walking into the 24 hours 
you get each day? 

Oh, before you answer that, 
do not forget to include 
sleeping, eating, relaxing 
and quality time with 
friends and family. 

If you are anything like 
83-year-old Lutonian Doug 
Jones, then you would say 
that ‘there never seems to be 
enough time in the day’. 

The former car sales man¬ 
ager and Luton Airport 
employee has been selling 
historical prints and paint¬ 
ings for the last 45 years. 

And he has managed all 
that despite losing a big part 
of his eyesight to glaucoma 
and being colour blind. 

As a young man Doug 
served with the British army 
in Korea before spending 
some time in Canada and 
the United States of 
America. After that he came 
back to the UK where he set¬ 
tled into a civilian life. 

What made him pick up a 
paintbrush? 

He says: “Painting came 
about quite accidentally. I’m 
registered blind but it does 
not mean I cannot see. 

“I lost about 85 per cent of 


my eyesight due to glaucoma 
and it was not picked up so I 
could not drive and at the 
age of 60 I had to get a job 
where I could to work with¬ 
out having to drive. 

“I got a job at Luton Airport 
for a company which made 
in-flight meals and while I 
was there they made me a 
superviser. 

“Up until then I had been a 
car sales manager. The store 
was different from the admin 
side of the business and one 
day I went to see the manag¬ 
ing director in his office. 

“He had some prints and 
when I said I like them he 
said he got them from IKEA 
and had paid £35 for each 
one. I said I could do an orig¬ 


inal for that price and he told 
me he needed six more. I had 
an idea of what I wanted to 
paint and one day when I was 
at my brother-in-law’s place I 
saw on his table a book about 
Luton and from there it went 
on to other things.” 

After trying different things 
Doug settled on working 
with water colours to recre¬ 
ate scenes from the past 
using photographs and post¬ 
cards. He has amassed a 
back catalogue which 
includes paintings of Luton, 
Bedford and India. He also 
has ones of Concorde signed 
by its chief pilot Mike 
Bannister.

Even 
at the infant school I was 
allowed to paint. 

“I’ve got a good eye for per¬ 
spective, which is what you 
need because of what I do.

Emergency groups 
look at closer ties

WORK is underway to see combined emer¬ 
gency service responses in Bedfordshire. 

The police, fire and ambulance services are 
keen on the idea, providing it benefits them 
and the comminities which they serve. 

Paul Fuller, chief fire officer for Bedfordshire 
Fire and Rescue, said: “Working more closely 
with our partners, including other emergency 
services, has the potential to provide even 
greater benefits for those most vulnerable 
within our community. 

“We are currently responding to a 
Government consultation relating to closer 
working between emergency services.” 

The East of England Ambulance Service also 
said it was looking at working closer with 
other emergency forces in the county. 

And Bedfordshire Police chief constable Jon 
Boutcher said: “I am ruling nothing out with 
regards to trying to find ways of keeping our 
force sustainable, including exploring part¬ 
nerships and collaboration opportunities 
with other emergency services as well as pri¬ 
vate and voluntary sector organisations.” 

However, there are some concerns. 

Tim Roberts, regional organiser of Unison, 
which represents ambulance workers, was 
skeptical about the proposition, saying: 
“Being a paramedic requires a degree these 
days. Are we going to train police and fire¬ 
fighters to that standard?” 

He added: “It is easy to say but very difficult 
to achieve in practice.” 


Right up your street 

When the devil 
is not present 
in the details 

THIS week Howard Chandler writes about the 
struggles of digging up street name data. 


A frustrating aspect of researching street 
names is the lack of detail given in council 
minutes, usually just recording that a name 
has been approved. 

It is also rare to see the local press com¬ 
menting, but in 1928 one paper wrote about 
changes to names in the recently incorporat¬ 
ed Leagrave area to avoid clashes with 
names in the town. 

The article was about the substitution of 
Oakley Road for Oak Road instead of the 
Beaconsfield Avenue being proposed. 

It was done to mark the municipal service 
rendered by Edwin Oakley and Albert Oakley. 

Edwin was mayor three times, first in 1891, 
while Albert had the honour in 1903. 

The brothers began selling bacon, cheese, 
margarine and lard from a handcart in 1875, 
and then operated from a place in High Town. 

Many will remember their grocery shop 
near the bottom of Chapel Street, with its 
enticing smell of roasting coffee.

GERRY Rafferty owed a lot to his 
most famous hit, Baker Street. 
Although he never lived at the 
famous London address, the 
catchy track - released in 1978 - 
was still netting him £80,000 a 
year until his death. 

In a 2003 interview with The 
Sun, Rafferty revealed just how 
profitable his biggest song had 
been: “It’s been a huge earner for 
me. I must admit, I could live off 
that song alone.” 

Another Rafferty track, Stuck 
in the Middle With You - 
infamous as the soundtrack to 
one of Reservoir Dogs’ most 
gruesome scenes - was also a big 
earner for the singer-songwriter, 
who despite enjoying huge 
success, spent the last few years 
of his life in self-destruct mode. 

He struggled with alcoholism 
and depression, moving from 
California to Ireland where his 
drinking became a problem. A 
well-documented four-day 
‘bender’ in a London five-star 
hotel in 2008 left his room 
extensively damaged and after 
battling the condition for a few 
more years, he died of liver 
failure in 2011. 


Paisley-born Rafferty started 
out playing with Billy Connolly’s 
folk outfit the Humblebums then 
co-founded the soft-rock group 
Stealer’s Wheel, before going 
solo. 

Before it all started to go 
wrong, Rafferty owned this 
five-bedroom 14th century house 
in Speldhurst, Kent. The Grade 
II listed, Stonewall has a large 
bespoke farmhouse kitchen with 


an adjoining vaulted living 
room. Outside, there’s 
entertaining terraces, heated 
swimming pool and games room.

S tage and screen veteran Tom 
Conti reportedly fell out with 
near-neighbour Thierry Henry 
over plans to put 40ft fish tanks 
and vast underground swimming 
pools in the former France and Arsenal 
forward’s house. 

While the Shirley Valentine star recently 
told the Sunday Times that the feud with 
Henry was untrue, he admits he’s selling up 
to avoid paying high heating bills and future 
inheritance tax. 

He and wife Kara have lived at their 
rambling Hampstead mansion, The Wabe, 
for 30 years. Times and fortunes have 
changed for the ageing heart-throb, who’s 
starred in films such as Merry Christmas 
Mr Lawrence, Miracles and Saving Grace, 
and was most recently Miranda Hart’s dad 
in her eponymous sit-com.

AN emotional Celine Dion 
tearfully told fans in Vegas last 
month that sick husband Rene 
Angelil had only weeks to live. 

The Canadian singer hasn’t 
long been back on stage, after 
taking time away from Caesars 
Palace to care for her spouse who 
is battling throat cancer. Dion 
said she’d only agreed to 
perform because Angelil, 73, 
convinced her to continue doing 
what she loves. 

The devoted couple have been 
in a partnership for 35 years, 
ever since he became her 
manager when child prodigy 
Dion was just 12. They married 
in 1994. 

Since starting her three-year 
residency at the Vegas casino, 
the 46-year-old has decided to sell 
her French Normandy-style, 
four-storey chateau on the 
private island of He Gagnon in 
Quebec, complete with 
furnishings and artwork. 

The six-bedroom mansion, 
which was custom-built in 2001, 
can only be accessed by crossing 
a gate bridge, and includes a 
panelled library, gym, games 


room and pool. And if the 
thought of tackling the chateau’s 
four storeys is too much for some 
potential buyers, there’s a 
built-in lift. 

Dion, best known for her 
Titanic hit My Heart Will Go On, 
was obviously looking to the past 
for inspiration as she had the 
interiors decked out in a frankly 
unique style, including a vaulted 
stone wine cellar with tasting 
room.

Dion is also trying to offload. She 
cut the price of the 5.7-acre 
waterfront estate earlier this 
year by a whopping $10m, after 
initially asking for $72.5m.

VOLVO XC90 

Take a look inside... 


Less is most definitely not more 
when it comes to the second 
generation Volvo XC90. Bigger, 
bolder and more technologically 
advanced than ever, it’s a long 
way removed from its low-key 
predecessor. The interior’s 
beautifully finished and the 
focus is on downsized, efficient 
engines. 

Key to understanding the 
dynamics of this second 
generation XC90 is the fact that it 
runs on the all-new 
chassis based on Volvo’s Scalable 
Product Architecture (SPA). 

Yes, it’s Volvo’s take on the 
infinitely customisable chassis sys¬ 
tems like Volkswagen’s MQB and 
will inevitably underpin a whole 
host of next-generation models. 

In this guise, it’s lighter, stronger 
and safer than the old XC90 
chassis, but despite an increase 
in vehicle dimensions, this XC90 
downsizes its engines. You’ll find 
no Yamaha V8s this time, just 
engines from the marque’s green- 
tinted Drive-E family. 

The flagship engine is the 320PS 
T6 petrol, which utilises both 
turbo and supercharging, while 
most British customers will 
inevitably walk straight past that 
to look instead at the 225 PS D5 
twin turbodiesel. Both engines 
drive all four wheels via the 


almost obligatory eight-speed 
automatic transmission. 

The other option is the T8 Twin 
Engine petrol/electric plug-in 
hybrid model, billed as ‘the 
world’s most powerful and 
cleanest SUV’ This delivers a 
combined 412PS output, with 
a thumping 640Nm of torque. 
62mph from rest is dispatchd in 
just 5.6s, yet this car can also gve 
you 26 miles of pure electric 
driving range when fully charged. 

Whatever you think of Volvo’s 
latest design direction, it’s hard to 
ignore. The XC90 has a very big 
face. Even the ‘iron mark’ grille 
badge has been updated, while 
the headlamps now get T-shaped 
“Thor’s Hammer” daytime 
running lights. 

The interior is even more 
boldly-styled, with a massive 
tablet-like touch screen control 
console helping to create an 
interior that is modern, spacious 
and uncluttered. 

Well, it’s certainly different. 
Volvo has responded to an 
explosion in the big SUV market 
by bringing us an XC90 that’s 
unrecognisable from the former 
model. It’s bigger, bolder and, 
yes, a little brasher but with 
Chinese owners and a Chinese 
market that loves big and shiny, 
that was perhaps inevitable.

Last weekend, I went on 
an away day that doesn’t 
get quite as much press as, 
say Carlisle United v 
Plymouth Argyle, but one 
that has become a high¬ 
light for those that support 
Championship rugby clubs. 

Jersey have been playing 
in English rugby’s second 
tier since 2012 and have 
been a positive addition on 
the pitch as well as giving 
opposition supporters a 
weekend to remember. 

Bedford Blues fans have 
made sure to mark that par¬ 
ticular fixture in the calen¬ 
dar and save the date for 
the last four seasons. 

It does feel a bit strange 
taking a flight to an away 
game, even if it does only 
take half an hour to fly 
down to the largest of the 


Channel Islands.

We certainly lucked out 
with the weather for much 
of last weekend.

The Blues fans were out in 
force, as they often are 
when their team are on the 
road, and they helped swell 
the crowd to above 2,000. 

Everyone inside ended up 
witnessing a wonderful 
match that saw the hosts 
storm ahead before Bedford 
squared the game up. 

In the end, a late try won 


the game 34-27 for Jersey, 
but the Blues’ performance 
meant no-one really left the 
ground last Saturday feel¬ 
ing disappointed. 

For away fans, visiting a 
new place often means 
finding the best local pub 
and I can recommend The 
Lamplighter in St Helier, 
which has a large selection 
of beers and a truly stagger¬ 
ing choice of whiskies.

Luton manager John Still confessed that his 
side’s second half sinking feeling to lose 2-1 
at Crawley was the worst he’d seen all sea¬ 
son. 

The Hatters were 1-0 ahead at half time 
thanks to Cameron McGeehan’s seventh of 
the season and were looking comfortable 
against an impotent Reds side, but that all 
changed after the break. 

Rhys Murphy drew the hosts level in the 
67th minute as the visiting defence watched 
him head in from close range and then Matt 
Harrold lashed in the winner nine minutes 
from time. 

“The second half was probably the worst 45 
minutes of the season, regardless of the 
results we’ve had earlier this season,” said 
Still, adding: “We didn’t pass it well enough, 
we didn’t defend well enough. 

“We were slow out of the blocks in the sec¬ 
ond half. I thought we invited pressure from 
the free-kicks that we gave and when we did 
get on the ball we weren’t finding the right 
passes.” 

Luton had been flying on their travels, 
smashing seven in their last two League Two 
games on the road, but this was the kind of 


nervy, error-strewn capitulation which rid¬ 
dled their early season form. 

Asked how his side slipped to that from a 
position of first half control, Still said: “I 
really don’t know because nothing changed 
from us. Everything was the same, we kept 
the same formation and we felt comfortable.” 

Still did admit that he’d even warned his 
side at the break about the dangers of com¬ 
placency. 

“I think we made it really clear at half time 
what could trip us up,” he said. “It disap¬ 
pointed me. Everyone fails but there were too 
many needless fouls and it invited pressure. 

“It was crisp in the first half and the disap¬ 
pointing thing for me was that I don’t think 
they took heed of that. I probably had nine 
players in the second half that never played 
to the level that we would expect them to.” 

He added: “The crux of it was that we 
defended poorly and we never passed it well 
enough.” Still made three changes with Sean 
Long handed his debut at right back after 
signing on loan from Reading this week. 

He said: “Steve O’Donnell has been out with 
an ankle injury. He’s trained most of this 
week and will train next week, but we are 
light in that area anyway so we brought Sean 
in and, to be honest, I thought he was a plus.” 

Captain Steve McNulty was a major omis¬ 
sion from the heart of the backline and Still 
said: “Steve McNulty is back in Liverpool at 
the moment for family reasons so we’ll deal 
with that after.”

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Hatters return to bad old 
days with Crawley defeat

Luton traded in their sparkling away form for 
an abysmal capitulation reminiscent of their 
early season failings as they gift-wrapped 
and tied a ribbon around a present to gener¬ 
ously mark Crawley's 119th anniversary. 

That they did so from such a comfortable 
first half position was even more baffling as 
goal machine Cameron McGeehan gave the 
Hatters a 31st minute lead against the Sussex 
side who, in their old age, looked every bit a 
team that had completely forgotten where the 
goal was at home in the first two months of the 
campaign. Trust Town to jog their memory. 

Woeful defending saw Rhys Murphy nod the 
hosts them level on 67 minutes and then Matt 
Harrold drilled in nine minutes from time. 

Quite how it got to that miserable stage will 
need some forensic examination to prevent a 
return to the bad old days of August because at 
half time, Luton, though hardly scintillating 
themselves, were in relative cruise control and 
should perhaps have notched more than a 
solitary strike. 

They got nowhere near adding to that tally 
after the interval, save for a golden Jack 


Marriott chance. Instead, it was a slow, inevi¬ 
table death played out over 45 dreadful second 
half minutes, as Luton’s defence - minus cap¬ 
tain Steve McNulty, absent due to ‘family rea¬ 
sons’ - were spooked into submission. 

“Our defending wasn’t good enough and our 
passing wasn’t good enough. It wasn’t like 
they’ve had a little bit of luck with a deflec¬ 
tion,” said manager John Still. 

He made three changes with Nathan Doyle 
starting along with Marriott - handed his full 
Football League debut - and Sean Long mak¬ 
ing his bow after signing on a month’s loan 
from Reading on Friday. 

The Republic of Ireland under-21 made a 
decent impression in a first half devoid of 
much quality, providing the cross for opener 
which, without Luton piling on the pressure 
was deserved on the balance of chances. 

Craig Mackail-Smith had the first of them, 
lashing just over the bar. On the half hour 
mark, he did the hard work with a neat swivel 
in the Crawley penalty area, but missed the 
target. 

A minute later and the Hatters were ahead 
when McGeehan headed Long’s cross back 
over debutant keeper Darryl Flahavan’s head 
with captain Sonny Bradley unable to clear off 
the line. It was his seventh of the season and 
he could have notched his eighth moments 
later but nodded wide from a corner. 

At that stage Luton’s defence had a cigar on. 
Gwoin Edwards was the Reds’ primary threat 
by virtue of the fact that he was the only home 
player whose first instinct was not to pump the 


ball long. A cross headed over by Murphy was 
all they could bring to their own party in the 
opening half. 

As an unsolicited tactic it worked to lull 
Luton into a malaise after the break and the 
two combined to level in the 67th minute. 
Unmarked Murphy couldn’t miss from close 


range and, as poor as it was to concede, it 
should have been only a temporary blip. 

The Crawley second arrived with an air of 
predictability in the 81st minute, even if it 
needed a fine low finish from Harrold from 20 
yards. Luton had no response and that needs 
to change. Quickly.
